flubtcclneas. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Feb. 23.—Copios ol 


a phamphlot entitled ."The Contoderatc Debt; 
and Private Sdthoru Debts," by J., Barl 
Kobcrtson, of London, have boim received 
by members of congress. The writer, in hii 
introduction, after stating that he has been 
asked by several largo holders of Confede- 
rate bonds, botli American and Englishmen, tc 
give an opiuion'on the practical aspects ot 
tho Confe lorate debt, sums up the conclusion 
arrived at in the pamphlet as follows: That 
tho Confederate states had oaly boll igercnt 
and nut international rights, that tho Con- 
federacy biing an illegal corporation, ac- 
cording to United Slates law, could not issue 
bonds which would bo1 valid against eithor 
tho United States or tbo legal state govern- 
monts of tho south; that, therefore, neither 
iho cotton bonds nor tho SI bonds have 
any 
v.V'iity 
whatever as Confederate 


debt 
in 
tlio absence of 
tho 
Confed- 


eracy; that there is nothing, in tbo opinions 
and cases adduced in support of tbo bonds 
which really conflicts with this view of their 
illegality in tbo United States; that tho 
equities arising out of tho original contro 
vursy between tho north and south, not 
boinc comiizablo bv aav court... aw, reserved 


as subject'm'atter for 'consideration' by tho 
United States, and aro therefore outside the 
scopo of tho present discussion; and tHat 
thero is in the ?1 bonds an omitted inter- 
national claim against the United Stares for 
payment of private debts owed by southern 
citkens to Europeans at tbo^beginDing of tho 
war, and n-hich are now represented br SI 
bonds that wore sent to them as the only 
means of remittance from the southern states, 
and that those debts and tho claims of south- 
ern citizens not engaged in the war, and ol 
Europeans, for property taken by force and 
for which Confederate bonds were [compnl- 
sorily tendered, are-not in any way affected 
by the fourteenth amendment, and therefore 
ought to.be paid by tho Unitod States.

P. Phillips, o£ the United Press, was. bo 
fore the senate committee on postolliucs and 
post-road*. Mr. Phillips testified a: length 
on the contract between tlio Associated PR-M-- 
'and tho Western Union Telegraph company, 
and sought to show that whilu it app!kid PIM'- 
f-jctly to tho needs and requirement.-* oC tin1 
Associated Prt-ss, it wasashrewdly drawn in 
strumont, studiously calculated to protect Uio 
interestsoC tho Associated Press iLudoi»rate 
to tho disadvantage or any opposing" neiys 
association which had occasion to usti tbe 
wires of the Wester* Union. He pointed out 
that any contract drawn on the mileage basis 
is an economical one for-tho Associated PI-L-W, 
since its clients ore scattered in all sections of 
the country and thickly strewn between the 
distributing points on the remote sections. 
Tho best that tho Western Union could 
do for any other press association under this 
contract was to offer to computing organisa- 
tions the same terms that are given to the Asso- 
ciated Press, a proposition which sountled fair 
snough, but 
which 
would 
provo upon 


analysis to' bo extremely onerous lo any 
organization of newspapers than that knou-n 
as the AasocbUod Press. 
It was further 


shown that while tho avorngu rato paid by 
tlio Associated Press papers on tlioir contract 
with the Western Union ainu-jnU to ' t'!-.j 
cents per 100 words, the average rate paid by 
the United Press, delivering the news to such 
papers as are served by tho Western Uuiou, 
reached fully ?1 per 100 words. 
Mr. Phillips 


thought, that if tho rate given to the press 
associntious by tho British govcrniiiont were 
adopted by thu Western Union, it would !)j 
quite as profitable to the company as tlio 
arrangement now existing between it nr.rl the 
Associated Pross. At tho same timo it would 
give to tbo United Press an opportunity tu 
transact such of its business as ot necessity is 
to bo done by tho W.estcni -Union upon a 
basis that would como within the scope of its 
resources. Whatever action iniglit b*i taken 
by congress looking to the establishment of a 
postal telegraph on a limited scult.', or lion- 
tor the linos ot opposition companies might 
bo extended, 
Jir. Phillips regarded the 


Western Union as a public necessity, ami 
contended that siuco every newspaper and 
every press association is dependent upon it 
in some measure, a rate should bo established 
by which its Car-reaching and thorough facil- 
ities may bo extended to all.

Some timo ago the Gazette published 


an article complaining of tho unhealthy 
condition of the present rooms occupied- 
by the common council, and the city 
clerk and treasurer, owing to the bad 
odor which completely filled the build- 
ing from tho huree stables below. This 
building was erected in 187C, for the 
double purpose of providing accommo- 
dations for tho engine and hooE"and lad- 
der company located on thO" west side, 
and .Cbr oflioos for tho oaty clerk, city 
treasurer, and common council. At that 
time it was thought to be a' stroke of 
economy on the part of tho city to build 
each a building, anil with this view a 
substantial and handsome com'uiuation 
house was built. 
Witl-iin a few weeks 


after the building was 'completed, the 
common council discovered that they 
had made • u very great mistake, and 
that sooner or later the building would 
havo to be entirely remodeled, or vacated 
by one or tho other departments of the 
city government. 
That tho building in 


its present iinventilated condition is dan- 
gerous to the health of the occupants, 
thoro is no doubt, and it is a groat won- 
der that the board of health have not con- 
demned it ere this. Of course, the bmld- 
i&g is a largo and costly ouo; but it is 
not too large for tho accommodation of 
the two tiro comprnies now occupying 
the lower floor, The only thing the up- 
per floor is fit now to bo used, is for 
u hay loft and storing of supplies for ihe 
fire department, and sooner or later this 
will bo adopted, or tho building sold 
and anew one erected which will an- 
swer tho purpose bettor. 
It is said that 


there 13 110 way of, getting rid ot tho bad 
odor jjfrom tho stables below, and this 
being tho case the best policy would bo 
to give up tho building wholly for tho 
use of the fire department and convert 
tho council chamber into a hay loft, and 
store room. 


The above remarks have been suggest- 


ed from the fact that an effort- is now 
being made to induce Mr. Pater Myers 
to build a now block ndjoimnfcjiis build- 
ing iu the center ot tho river, for tho 
purpose of providing rooms for the libra- 
ry and reading room, and also add ad- 
ditional business places in tho immediate 
vicinity of tho postoflice. We arfl in- 
formed by ono of tho aldermeu that such 
an enterprise is being seriously consid- 
ered Ijv Mr. Myers, und tho probabilities 
aro that ho will put up tho building in 
tho early spring. It is also suggested 
that now tho city havo got a library on 
their hands, which will require consider-' 
able encouragement and support on the 
purt ot tho city, and thotit is becoming 
absolutely necessary that our police force 
nhould bo increased, and an office pro- 
vided tor tun chief, that it would be a 
good stroke of policy for tho city to put 
up a good substantial building of their 
own, 
in some central location; a building 


which would furnish accommodations 
for tho city officers, tbe common council, 
tho library and reading room, and tho 
police department of tho city, and by 
building with this m view, and with the 
present experience, quarters would be ob 
tainod tbat would not be objectionable, 
and nt tho sumo time add raucii to the 
weallh and Rood appearance ot our city 
saying nothing about the health. Tho 
above is nothing !nore than street 'talk, 
although it is.favored by some of tho 
most prominent mou in the city, aud we. 
hope it will bo agitated until it is brought 
to an isesue.
